He gave President McKinley the 
benefit of his observations in regard to the 
status of the insurrection, the inhumanity of 
the Spaniards, the condition of the poor 
people who were concentrated by military or- 
der in various towns, and the general pros- 
pect of securing peace under nish rule. 

‘AS a direct result of Mr. Calhoun's secret 
report to the president, Mr. McKinley sent to 
congress on May 17 his celebrated message, 
in which he asked for an appropriation to 
take care of American natufalized citizens 
who were among the wretched reconcen- 
trados. Congress immediately appropri- 


ated $50,000 for this purpose, and this was the 
first actual officia!] step taken by the United 
States. looking toward the freedom of Cuba. 


Will Determine President's Policy.’ 

Mr. Calhoun made such a brilliant success 
of his confidential mission to Cuba, and held 
his tongue so successfully after he came back, 
that subsequently he was appointed inter- 
state commerce commissioner, which place 
cient. 

Among the few people who know about his 
new appointment I have heard today nothing 
but congratulation that the government has 
been able to secure the services of the Chi- 
cago lawyer who has been identified neither 
with the Loomis nor Bowen factions and who 
‘ts independent of the New York asphalt trust, 
so that the confidential report he makes to 
the president will be unbiased.

W. J. Calhoun’s Previ Previous Experience 
as a Special Commissioner Appoint- 
ed to Tell a President the Truth.

In sending W. J. Calhoun to Venezuela as 
his special commissioner, President Roose- 
velt chooses a man who by previous experi- 
ence in similar work has shown his fitness 
for the task. 

In April, 1897, when President McKinley | 
wished a personal report on the conditions 
prevailing in Cuba, he selected W. J. Cal- 
houn to secure the information for him. 
The imposition of this trust in the Danville

The 
things upon which the president wished 
especial information include the following: 

There should be a thorough examination 
into the Ruiz case with a view of ascer- 
taining whether any action should be taken 
by the United States against Spain. 

There should be a rigid examination into 
all political and social conditions in Cuba 
for the personal guidance of the S 
in future action. 


Calhoun Accepts Heavy Trust. 
The conditions and trusts were acceptable

PLAGUE INCREASING IN INDIA 


Report of Marine Hospital and if 
Health Service Tells of Preva- 
| lence of Malady. 


Washington, D. C., July 10 The W 
and progress of epidemics throughout the 
world is annaunced in a report which has 
been issued by the Marine nnn one 
public health service. 

The bubonic plague is chiefly ew ub in 
“Asia, says the report. In India morbidity 
and mortality from the plague are con- 
stantly assuming increased proportions. The 
disease has 80 far. baffled every effort to 
stamp it out. .The report quotes recent 
statistics gtven by the British secretary of 
state for India, showing a steady increase 
there since 1901 and a total of 1,022,209 deaths 
from the plague in 1904 and that it is still 
prevafling with unremitted violence. , 

At Aden in Arabia, where there ‘were 
nearly 2000 cases in six months, the disease 
appears to be dying out. In Japan there 
recently have been cases at Osaka and 
Tokio, and there is am extensive epidemic 
in. the Japanese insular possession, Formosa. 
e 3 Bangkok, Siam, cases have been re- 
ported recently. In China, the plague was 
present at Amoy in May. A plague epidemſe 
is running concurrently with 
southeastern Russia.

_ Heirlooms of Historic Family to Go 
Under Hammer—Silver Pipe, Black 
with Age, That Once Belonged to 
America’s First Governor Letters 
and Pinte Included in Sale. |

| LONDON, July 10.—Amertca’s first, char- 
‘ter, which has been discovered in England. 
is for sale to the highest bidder. The char- 
ter in question is in the form of letters patent 
granted by William and Mary to William 
Penn when he was appointed governor ot 
the states of New York, New Jersey, and 
‘Pennsylvania. This document, with a num- 
‘ber of well authenticated Penn heirlooms, 
come upon the market through an enterpris- 
ing chartered accountant in the city. 

He found the charter enjoying an unde- 
served oblivion in the household of an Eng- 
all unconscious of Its 
historic value. Its genuineness is vauched 
for ‘by . the. authorities. The parchment. 
measures 20% by 23% inches and is ela borate- 
ly executed. On the left margin appear 
three lions crowned with three fleur de lis, on 
the right is.a lion rampant with a harp and 
the Tudor rose, each symbol being crowned 
and the whole surmounted by a representa- 
tion of the royal arms pnd 7 portrait of King 
William III. 

As the owner is not estrous of revealing 
his identity or the history of the document's 
possession since it left the hand of William | 
Penn, that part of the ee must remain 
unwritten. 


Many Valuable Heirlooms Included. 


- Other heirlooms are an oll painting of Ad- 
miral Penn, a silver dinner plate, a 
silver tobacco pipe, a miniature in a gold 
frame of the Penn of the eighteenth ceptury, 
two pieces of bloodstone with-the Penn arms, 
a gold and enamel watch (Rigby 4237), two 
gold and one steel seals, one brass and one 
moss agate link steel chein, a brass button, 
three small prints, and the mirriature pt the 
head of a lady. 

There are letters with rekard to the pedt- 
‘gree of the sliver pipe. Among them is a 
letter signed by William Penn to Samuel 
Pepys. Although unquestionably silver, the 
pipe, which has a seven inch stem, is quite 
black.

FRANCE AND ‘(GERMANY REACH 
AN AGREEMENT. 


Alliances of French eee win 
Not Be Interfered With—Premier 
Rouvier Wins Points He insisted 
on—Notes Between Powers Are 
Read and Majority Approves—Pa- 
Pers Express Satisfaction at Suc- 
 gesstual Termination of Affair. 


PARIS, July 11, 3 a. m.—Premier Rouvier’s 
announcement in the chamber of deputies 
today of the terms.of agreement between 
France and Germany concerning Morocco, 
brings a sense of relief to the entire country 
after many weeks of tension, which many 
persons believed involved dne possibilities of 
war. 

The text of the three notes fully confirms 
the general impression relative to the lines 
of the negotiations. Germany's contention 
for a conference receives the final adher- 
ence of France, but Premier Rouvier has se- 
cured thé safeguards which he insisted upon 
at the preNminary conference with Prince 
Von Radolin. 


French Alliances Reaparted: 

The most important of these safeguards ts 
that the conference shall not convey any 
prejudice to the Anglo-French or Franco- 
Spanish ententes. While Germany does not 
specifically assent to these agreements, she 
formally withholds dissent. This is consid- 
ered an important gain for France over the 
ambiguous position Germany heretofore oc- 
cupied, and as both the Anglo-French and 


privileged position in Morocco, France 
emerges from the negotiations with this 


Both countries agree as to the sovereignty 
of the sultan, the independence of Morocco, 
and the open door without inequality. This 
has always been the policy of both govern- 
ments, s neither can claim victory in this 
respect. At the same time it gives a new 
lease of existence to Morocto and appears to 
put at an end the prospective breakup of the 
sultan’s tottering monarchy and its subdi- 
vision among the European powers. 

On the other hand, the agreement recog- 
nizes France's special interest in the country, 
due to the geographical proximity of Al- 
giers, and its right thereby to police the fron- 
tier and maintain peace and order. 


Sultan Will Arrange Conference. 


It still remains to the sultan to arrange 
the program of the conference. Officials 
anticipate that this will not be an sy task, 
as the Franco-German agreement so fully 
circumscribes the conference that it will be 
difficult to find questions nee open for 
determination. 

It is pointed out that the sultan of Mo- 
rocco’s position is weakened by the negotia- 
tions, as he. will no longer have representa- 
tives of the various powers pleading for 
favor, since the entire question regulating 
Morocco is now practically taken out of his 
hands for determination elsewhere. 

Following Premier Rouvier's presentation 
of the notes to the chamber of deputies ef- 
forts were made to interpellate him in the 
premises. These, however, were not pressed, 
the feeling being generally in favor of sup- 
porting the premier’s adjustment ot the 
matter.

Louis. Wall street is not fruitful in new 

ideas. It is getting to be old fogyish in its 

methods of humbugging the, people. It 
roads the same nets in the sight of birds 

Which are getting a little wary. It baits its 

traps with the same rank old prospectuses, 

and is surprised that it gets so little game. 

It has not a fertile imagination. 

Mr. E. G. Lewis of St. Louis appealed to 
the inexhaustible faith and trust of the pub- 
ie in a novel way. He invited the sub- 
H#eribers to his magazines to subscribe to the 
Htock of a bank whose attractive features 
Were interestingly described tothem. They. 
knew little of banking, but they had an im- 


‘pression that the business. was a profitable 


one. They knew little of Mr. Lewis beyond 
She fact that he published some magazines 
they liked to read. Of hie ability asa bank- 
er they knew nothing. 
Mr. Lewis assured his readers that they 

bead been “absolutely at the mercy of a 
gine of unscrupulons scoundrels who de- 
sired tai float stock in fictitious and fraudu- 
lent propositions,” but that the institution 
he was fonnding would protect them against 
these scoundrels. They appreciated so fully 
his interest in their welfare that they in- 
trusted to him for the purchase of stock or 
deposit two and a quarter millions of 


‘dollars, Of that amount he borrowed for 


his own use, or that of companies in which 
$904,000. Part ot the 
oney has Zone into a veal estate develop- 


ment scheme which does not promise to be. 


profitable. 
It was the wish or the enterprising Mr. 


Lewis to sell $5,000,000 worth of stock. 


Perhaps he would have succeeded if the 
postofiice department had not intervened 
With a fraud order. That kind of unfeeling 
order has put a stop to many an ingenious 
echeme. The bank hag been put in the 
Bands of a receiver, and Mr. Lewis will be 
urgently requested to repay what he bor- 
rowed from it. Probably the subscribers to 
the stock will make a grand consolidated de- 
mand for the immediate return of their 
money. 

No doubt there are many persons who are 
asking themselves angrily why they did not 
think of the mail order bank scheme. They 
Win do the next best thing. After the pres- 
ent. @zcitement has blown over they, will 
try the trick on the public in a slightly modi- 
fied’ form. Postoffice inspectors must be 
on the lookout presently for seductive ad- 
Yertisements of new style banks whose 
stock is offered on attractive terms by per- 
sone whose only aim is to protect the public 
Against “unscrupulous scoundrels.”

In order to answer that question intelli- 
gently it is necessary to know many aspects 
of the subject besides possible mileage, cost, 
and receipts. It ought to be known, for 
‘example, how such a system could be 
financed, what legal difficulties would be 


likely to be encountered in prosecuting it, 


and how they could be met. It ought to be 
known what would be the entire course of 
procedure for bringing the system into ex-. 
istence. It ought to be known what results 
should be anticipated in public aceommo- 
dation, and what would be the probable 
efféct of the inanguration of the system 
upon the city’s interests in the general 
traction problem. 

The mistake made in ordering plans and 
specifications for the Adams street line 
before inquiring whether or not such an 
independent line was actually desirable 
should not be repeated in kind in the pres- | 
ent situation. The question is still open— 
and it is the main question in the case—as 
to whether or not an independent municipal 
system is desirable. 

As an aid in determining that question, 
‘however, the committee and the public 
should clearly have the advice of qualified 
transportation authorities. The commit- 
tee should not—nor, indeed, should the 
mayor—presume. to to decide it without such 
counsel, and that connsel shonid be n. 
un Writing, and signed. 

The committee should also 3 the 
wisdom of getting responsible advice upon 
the financial and legal questions involved, 
and of having that advice included in the 
proposed report. If this ean be done 
through the controller and the corporation 
coufhsel, well aud good. In any event, 
loose talk on these questions should be suc- 
ceeded by responsible signed opinions. 
Only thus can the city learn precisely what 
are its opportunities and limitations. 

As to whether Mr. Dupont is the best 
person to deal with the transportation 
aspects of the matter, the committee must 
satisfy itself. It would seem desirable

The other day the republicans of Port- 
land, Ore., held a direct primary to nominate 
a candidate for mayor. As there is a large 
republican majority in the city it was taken 
for granted that the man who had won at | 
the primary would win at the polls, but the 
democratic candidate won by a good ma- 
j jority. Rvidently some republicans who 
had voted against the republican nominee 
at the primary had 
verdict. . | 

The republicans who had 3 to 
nominate a candidate, but not enough to 
elect him, see in his defeat a convincing ar- 
| gument against direct primary nominations. 
They say that they offer an opportunity for 
treachery which, if habitual, will result in 
party disorganization. 

A thoroughgoing party man makes it a 
rule of action when beaten atia primary or 
ii a caucus to fall into line for the nomi- 
nee. Under some circumstances that is an 
excellent ¢ule to follow. The voter who 
really believes in the principles of a party 
and wishes to see them triumph ought not 
to vote at an election where those principles 

are involved against the candidate who 
represents them simply because he is not the 
man the voter had worked for at the pri- 
‘maries. 

Municipal elections usually velit to 
rather than to measures, It is, or should 
the desire of the citizen to elect honest, capa: 
ble officials who will enforce the 
partially. The first step in that direction 
is to try to get good men nominated at the 
primaries. If the voter be unable to get 
there just the men he wants he gt 
acquiesce in the result unless men are 
inated who are clearly inferior to those a 
up by the opposing party. Then he will 
have to make his choice between ly 
the party and a sense of duty to the 
munity, which certainly cannot be benefi 
by the election of the inferior men. 

This conflict between party in 
public interests will arise, no matter 
the nominations are made, Men put in 
field by delegate conventions do not 
ably poll the full party vote. Some of tho:

election. Neither will direct primary 
inees always get a united party vote, 
the probabilities are that they usually will 
come nearer to it after there is a more gen- 
eral participation in primary elections,

GOVERNMENT'S GREAT 
2 EVIL IS DISHONESTY. 


| Secretary of Navy Bonaparte Tells 
Christian Endeavorers What Is 
Wrong in Politics—How to 
Purify the Nation. 


‘Baltimore, Md., July 10.—({Special.j— 
Charles J. Bonaparte, secretary of the navy., 
addressed the Christian Endeavor conven- 
tion this afternoon on. “Pure Politics and 
Religion.“ 

Mr. Bonaparte said that the underlying 
evil of the government today is dishonesty, 
and that bribery of public officials is re- 
sponsible for the misgovernment of the na- 
tion. He said that the true politician is the 
man who is actuated by a desire to better the 
conditions and affairs of his deity, state, and 
nation, although the word, as applied today, 
has a far different meaning. He said: 

“Many years ago a story was told of a 
well known profegsional politician in this 
city, now dead, who on his return from 
church one Sunday was met by a newspaper 
reporter, who remarked ea! m, in sub- 
stance:

Mixing Up Politics and Religion.“ 

“ Of late years the American people have 
shown a disposition, sufficiently plain to be 
widely remarked, to act upon a different prin- 
ciple. So many of our citizens are beginning to 
‘mix up’ a good deal of what my late fellow 
towneman would call ‘ religion’ with what 
be would-call * politica,’ and the resultant of 
this mixture ie so unpelatabie and unwhole- 
some to those of bis ways of thinking and 
acting that a few wordsas to the real nature, 
causes, and consequences of the phenomenon 
may be timely and not without interest. 

In truth, the ‘ mixing up of politics with 
religion,’ to which my deceased friend re- 
ferred, constitutes one feature of a notable 
popular movement, in progress for some 
thirty years throughout our country. After 
the civil war and the period of reconstruc- 
tion the American people found time to take 


stock.’ 

% We were reminded by our tax bills that 
we had a government, a fact our busy, pros- 
perous fathers could more than half forget 
during the two generations’ space of steady 
internal colonization; and, with this re- 
minder, came a growing measure of doubt 
and anxiety as to the practical merits, in 
sober truth and not in fourth of July oratory, 
of all branches, national, state, and munic- 
ipal, of that government under which we 
lived. 

“As always happens, it proved easier to 
recognize evils than to discover remedies; 
and, in the like accord with all human ex- 
perience, our search for the latter was ham- 
pered by the proffer of all sorts of wonderful 
nostrums, warranted by their respective ad- 
vocates to usher in a golden age. But with 
that plain, hard common sense, that dis- 
taste for sound and froth, that craving for 
facts and distrust of ideas and theories 
which have ever been the portion of English 
speaking folk, the people of our union bave 
finally gained a fairly clear insight into the 
nature of our Uls, and are gradually but 
steadily learning what medicine will beal 


— 
Underlying Evil Is Dishonesty. 

The underlying evil in the administration 
of our public affairs is simply dishonesty. 
Our public offices are too often held by dis- 
honest men, too often gained by dishonest 
means, too often used for dishonest ends. 
Of course I do not mean that all, or a ma- 
jority, or even any large number of our 
officials, take public moneys or fraudulently 
waste public property or in apy way cause 
penitentiaries to yawn for ther. 

Such incidents are, indeed, much more 
frequent than they should be, but it may be 
doubted whether the proportion "of down- 
right thieves among the people's servants is 
larger than among those of private masters. 
The great bulk of Americans in public em- 
ploy wish and intend to do their duty, but 


a grave and mischievous, though common, 
confusion of ideas as to what is their duty 
makes the best of them sometimes fail to do 


it, and permits the worst often to neglect it 
with impunity. | 
Public Office Belongs to People. 
moral theory as to the nature of the position 
they hold. In law and morals alike a public 
Office belongs to the people; its duties are 
fixed by the people's laws; its salaries are 
paid with the people’s money. In the words 
of the court of last resort in this state: 
In this country a public office cannot be 
the property of the Incumbent, because it be- 
longs to the sovereign people who created the 
government. In the declaration of organic 
principles prefixed to the instrument creating 
the government of this state those h 
the most important are declared to be 
the trustees of the public. | 


The same designation necessarfly ap- 


plies to all public functionaries. 
every office, created either by the constitu- 


tion, or by the laws authorized by that in- 


strument, is a public trust created for the 
public benefit.’
